Ku Klu\ Klan.

were photostatie 
copies

tracts entered into bet wen 
Duvall 
and Stephenson for a division of po­ 
litical patronage in case Duvall was 
elected mayor of Indianapolis. The 
oriidnnls were recovered by Duvall 
and destroyed by him. There also 
was other evidence of law violations, 
but indictments were 
not 
returned 
because of the statute 
of limita­ 
tions. "
